Macon, Ga., March 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Beginning Sunday morning 
at 2 o’clock the indications are 
Macon will have to keep two sets 
of clocks, for present igtentions 
are not to comply with the daylight 
saving regulations—that is withthe 
exception of the railroads and the 
government institutions which 
have to carry out orders handed 
down from higher up. 

The members of the chamber of 
commerce have unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution against any addi- 
tional change in the time and 2,500 
Macon women have signed a peti- 
‘tion protesting against the change. 
Macon at present operates under 
eastern time, the change from cen- | 
tral time having been made a few 
months ago and it is claimed that | 
to advance the clocks still another | 
hour will be a little too much, | 
especially as the early-to-bed folks | 
will have to retire before sundown 
and the early-to-rise crowd will 
have to get up while it is still dark. 

No definite decision has been 
made as to the exact course to be 


followed, but since the women of 
the city have threatened to “strike” 
if the clocks are advanced again, 
there is little likelihood that it will 
be done. The board of education is 
opposed to any further saving of 
daylight and does not intend to 
change the school hours unless com- 
pelled to do so, 

It is admitted the two-time sys- 
tems is far from satisfactory and 
after Macon has tried it out for a 
while she may decide it will be less 
bother to comply with the law and 
make the best of it. 


NO TROUBLE EXPECTED 
IN RAISING THE 50,000 


Bulk wf Men Expected to 
Come I}from Recently 
Discharged Troops. 
Men Will Be Sent Across 
in Bunches of 1,000. 


Washington, March 28.—An imme- 
diate call for 50,000 volunteers for 
service in Europe has been  pre- 
pared by the war department and 
probably will be published tomor- 
row. <As an incentbve to enlistment 
the men will be offered early duty 
in France as a relief for men in the 
expeditionary forces who wish to 
return home. 

Enlistment in this special force 
will be for three years. The men 
will be concentrated at Camp Meade, 
Maryland, and probably will be sent 
overseas in contingents 1,000 strong. 

War department officials ex- 
pressed confidence that no trouble 
would be experienced in raising the 

7 50,000 men or an even greater num- 
ber if it should be found that addi- 
tional increments were necessary 
The bulk of the men are expected 
to come from recently discharged 
troops who, after a short ‘“‘vacation” 
as civilians, desire to return to army | 
life. 

Another Incentive expected to 
have a decided effect on the recruit- 
ing campaign is looked for among 
the men who, after having been 
drafted and trained, were prevented 
from going overseas by the prom\l- 
gation of the armistice. Opportunity 
to see service in Germany, it is 
thought, will lead many of these 
to enlist. 

A number of officers, probably 10 
or 12, will be sent overseas with 


Allies Having Trouble 
Over Polish Frontier 


Paris, March 28.—The condi- 
tion of a preliminary peace with 
Germany are still being consid- 
ered by President Wilson and the 
premiers of Great Britain, France 
and Italy. The four government 
heads today deliberated on the 
question ofthe Polish frontier, 
according to the newspapers, who 
believe there will be soine diffi- 
culty in reaching an agreement 
on the principle of the ennexa- 
tion to Poland of territory eon- 
taining two to three million Ger- 
mans. The papers believe 
council will reach a decision 
sooner on the question of réepara- 
tions than the Polish ques- 
tion.

MARCH BLIZZARD 


SWEEPS NEW YORK; 


TRAFFIC IS KILLED 


New York, March 28.—Relief with- 
in a few hours was forecast by the 
weather bureau tonight from the 
March. blizzard which swept the 
city today, paralyzing the harbor 
traffic, breaking many telegraph 
and telephone lines and causing 


traffic congestion unrivalled during 
the winter. 

Lashed by a gale that rose at 
times to a velocity of 90 miles an 
hour, and lost in swirling snow, the 
Norwegian bark Yola and the Stand- 
ard Oil bark Socony were driven 
ashore in the harbor. Two men 
caught a half mile off shore in a 
small boat were drowned when the 
craft capsized. 

Many steamers, due here today, 
including the troop-~ ships’ Santa 
Anna and Santa Olivia, were com- 
pefled to delay entry into the har- 
bor. Neither the Santa Anna nor 
the Santa Olivia has reported by 
wireless since the storm broke. 

The fact that the wind was “off 
shore” diminished the likelihood of 
any vessels being driven ashore, but 
life guards along the coast main- 
tained a sharp patrol. 

In the city scores of minor acci- 
dents were reported. Surface cars, 
automobiles and wagons were in 
frequent collision. 

The greatest congestion in recent 
years was reported at the Brooklyn 
bridge terminal of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit company tonight, 
when rush hour crowds fought for 
places on slow moving elevated 
trains and surface cars. Similar 
scenes were enacted at the Brook- 
lvn bridge subway station, where 
the customary thousands were aug- 
mented by other thousands who were 
unable to squirm their way into the 
elevated and surface cars. Tempera- 
tures during the day ranged from 
25 to 27 degrees. 


FRENCH LUXURY TAX 
CALLED HARMFUL 


Paris, March 28.—In the chamber 
of deputies today Deputy Charles 
Leboucq formulated a proposal to 
rescind the so-called luxury tax as 
harmful to France’s economic devel- 
opment and as being insufficiently 
remunerative. 

Alexandre Warenne, chairman of 
the fiscal committee, objected, point- 
ing out that the tax yielded last 
month 490,000,000 francs. He de- 
clared that to rescind the tax would 
make it necessary to find other 
means of taxation to raise 500,000,- 
000 francs ually. M. Klotz, min- 
ister of finance, also supported a 
continuance of the tax, urging that 
Leboucqg’s proposal be dropped. 
After a lively debate the motion to 
drop the proposal was defeated, 
however, by a vote of 278 to 202.

Passports Granted Walsh, 


Dunne and Ryan So They 
May Proceed to Paris 
and Urge Irish Inde- 
pendence. 


Washington, March 28.—Passports 
were granted by the state depart- 
ment today to Frank P. Walsh, for- 
mer point chairman of the war la- 
bor board; Edward F. Dunne, former 
governor of Illinois, and Michael J. 
Ryan, former Pennsylvania public 
service commissioner, who are going 
to Paris to present Ireland’s claims 
at the peace conference as spokes- 
men of the Irish race convention 
held last month at Philadelphia. 

In submitting their request for 
passports Mr, Walsh and Mr. Ryan, 
representing the committee, stated 
the purpose of their mission was to 
“obtain for the delegates selected by 
the people of Ireland a hearing at 
the peace conference and to place 
before the conference, if that hear- 
ing be not given, the case of Ire- 
land; her insistence upon her right 
to self-determination and to inter- 
national recognition of the republic- 
an form of government established 
by her people.” 

Statement by Walsh. 
No statement was issued at the 


state department in connection with 
the granting of the passports, and 


Officials declined to discuss the 
matter informally beyond saying 
that passports had been granted. 

Mr. Walsh, who will head the mis- 
Sion which expects to egail April 2 
on the steamer La Touraine, from 
New York, issued the following 
statement today: 

“The committee !s going to France 
as American citizens, holding no al- 
legiance, ff ctual or spiritual, to any 
other nafions on earth, but imbued 
with the necessity of extending the 


principles of free government to | 
Ireland, which is the typical small |

“Naturally, men and women of

20 degrees below zero—so cold that 
they were forced to give up their 
efforts to reach a four-mile eleva- 
tion.

MAY CROSS OCEAN 


'TO UNITED STATES ~ 


| New York, March 28.—The Aero 


Club of America announced tonight 
that it had received a cable mes< 
sage from the British air ministry 
saying it was considering an invita- 
tion to fly one of its huge dirigible 
balloons across the Atlantic to Atlan- 
tic City in May while the second 
Pan-American Aeronautical exposi- 
tfin is in session there. 

The cablegram, addressed to Alan 
R. Hawley, president of the elub, 
read: 

“Your invitation for British air- 
ship to fly to Atlantic City, month 
of May, is under consideration, A 


to you shortly.” 

Mr. Hawley stated that the British 
dirigible selected to attempt the 
trans-Atlantic flight probably would 
be the new R-33 or the R-34, which 
have been tested during the past 
month in England. They are rigid, 
With a hydrogen capacity of 2,000,- 
000 cubie feet each, about 700 feet 
long, 80 feet in diameter, 95 feet 
high, and lift about 65 tons, includ- 
ing their own weight. 

“They can easily make the trip 
in about 48 hours from England, 
flying at an altitude of upwards of 
6,000 feet,” Mr. Hawley said. “The 
crew will have room enough to trav- 
el-‘de luxe’ with Pullman Car ace 
commodations.”

GREAT BRITAIN GOING 
INTO OIL BUSINESS 


London, March 13.—{Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—The 
British government is going into 
the oil business. Profiting by the 
costly experience of the war when 
it was compelled to send enormous 
sums into other countries in pay- 
ment for petroleum and petroltifm 
products, it has adopted a clearly 
defined oil policy and is already 
credited with financially backing 
what is expected here to develop 
into the most powerful oil produc- 
ing, refining and transporting en- 
terprise in the history of the indus- 
try. 

Stories concerning the govern- 
ment’s policy have heen in. circula- 
tion on a number of occasions and 
recently were revived hy reports 
that the Royal Dutch-Shell oil in- 
terests were about to take control 
of the Mexican Eagle Oil company, 
an important member of the Lord 
Cowdray group. 

The government's first important 
move, it was stated bv authorities 
here, wili be the creation of a per- 
manent ministry, the mechinery for 
which exists in the petroleum 
partments which looked after the 
empire’s oil interests during the war 
and which is still an active institu- 
tion. 

The next move in the development 
of this policy, it is asserted. is the 
combination under the protection of 
the government of the most impor- 
tant oil companies operating I{n 
British and neutral countries, if 
they are wholly or partly British 
owned.

A Study of Figures Submitted at a Recent Letting by the County Board, and the 


Bids Recommended, Would Seem to Indicate They Are NOT. 


An Open Letter to the Public: 

The producers signing this article are local 
men who operate and own rock quarries in this 
section. 


They have furnished in the past—and can con- 
tinue to furnish in the future—paving stone, 
crushed stone, and the like for highway pavement. 


They are thoroughly familiar with the paving 
situation as it touches local conditions, and while 
in the business for profit, nevertheless, as citizens, 
are interested in the general welfare, and particu- 
larly interested in Fulton’s highways and in see- 
ing that they are well constructed with as reason- 
able cost to the taxpayers as is possible. 


Therefore, we cannot refrain, in justice to 
ourselves, and in Justice to thousands of good 
people who plank down their money in the shape 
of taxes with which to build and pave highways, 
from saving a few words about the paving situa- 
tion here. 


The Board of County Commissioners of Fulton 
county seem much interested, according to arti- 
cles in the afternoon papers, in saving to their 
constituez fs as much as possible in awarding 
paving contracts.’ These articles deal with a visit 
of some members of the board to Birmingham, 
and on their return tell in glowing terms about a 
new pavement-— 4ito-slag—how splendid it 1s, 
and how cheap it 1s compared to other pavements, 
how difficult and expensive it has been to get 
crushed stone, and how, in the future, they are 
going to save the taxpayers of Fulton county 
money on their pavements. They also made com- 
‘parisons of the cost of slag as against crushed 


stone. 


We would suggest that all of these statements 
be taken with a grain of salt. 


In the first place, Bito-slag is not a new pave- 
ment to Atlanta. It was used on a piece of road 
at Lakewood only a year or so ago, and a layman 
can see that the pavement Is now going to pieces. 

Yet the commissioners on March 15 recom- 
mended the awarding of a contract for a great 
deal of this work to be done on Marietta road— 
just a two-inch surface—at a cost of $1.70 per 
square yard. This is at best just a temporary 
pavement, yet they are paying two-thirds the cost 
of a real permanent pavement. 

At the same time the commissioners awarded 
a bid to an out-of-town concern for paving Cas- 
cade avenue and Gordon street with a vibralithic

pavement—a patented pavement on which there 
was absolutely no competition—at $2.98 per 
square yard, against a local contractor's bid on a 
stone concrete pavement of $2.73 per square 
vard. 


The concrete specifications call for seven 
inches of crushed stone concrete, and unquestion- 
ably makes a pavement that is known to be per- 
manent and durable. The vibralithic pavement 
provides only for 5% inches of slag concrete 
with a stone topping, is practically an unknown 
quality in this section, and was awarded to a con- 
cern that bid without any competition whatever. 
Accepting a bid on a patented pavement—a rather 
experimental pavement at that—a kind of pave- 
ment in which royalties run high and local con- 
tractors, men who live here and pay their taxes 
here, and practically excluded from bidding, and 
then paying 25 cents per square yard more for 
this new-fangled work over well-known concrete 
pavement, doesn’t look as if the “powers-that-be” 
are much interested in the people’s purse. Does 
it? |

There were a half dozen bids on concrete, ranging 


from $2.70 to $3.10 for this work—yet a pavement 
on which high royalties are charged—a pavement

ment which at best is rather temporary in its na- 
ture—was accepted. 


The records show that on five jobs of paving 
to be awarded on March 15, one was recommended 
for concrete—open specifications, in which all 
bidders had a chance—three recommended for

. patented pavements, with only one bidder in each 


case bidding, and they named their own price, 
and one job was not awarded at all. 

If there has been any saving of money to the 
taxpayers of Fulton county in letting this work 
out in this manner, we submit it would take a 
spyglass to find it. 

On the other hand—and we will be charitable 
enough to charge it to lack of knowledge—any 
paving man who studies the figures in these 
awards—except the lone bidders on patented 
pavements—we believe will agree with us that 
the taxpavers’ money is not being used to the best 
advantage In securing pavements. 


Right here we might state that in the city of 
New Orleans, when bids are called for on patented 
pavements, the patentee is required to file with 
the city engineer the royalty charges; the specifi- 
cations are furnished bidders, and every contrac- 
tor has a show. ‘This insures real competition, 
and is the only fair and square way to handle this 
kind of pavement. 


Why confine it in Fulton county to one bidder 
who can name his own price? And why accept a 
pavement certainly no better—if as good—as con- 
crete, and pay 25 cents per square yard, or $6,000 
to $7,000 more for the job? 


Can the taxpayers answer? ‘ 
Mavbe the chairman of the board can. 


As to slag. The commissioners say they can, 
buy it for $1.90 per ton, F. O. B., Atlanta, and get 


eight or ten cars aday. The newspaper story also 
added that they had trouble in getting crushed 
stone here. 


As an organization, we agreed, some time ago, 


just as soon as the government relinquished ‘its 


claims on our quarries, to see that all the crushed 
stone needed for highway work in this territory 
was promptly f urnished. We have offered to fur- 
nish—and can furnish—all that is needed at $2.35 


per ton, F. O. B., Atlanta. We can supply 20 cars ~ 


per day if necessary. . 


There is a small difference in price, but it is 
known and admitted by all engineers, that on 
account of slag being so porous that considerably 
more cement and sand is needed in buildingyroads 
with it than is used with crushed stone. This prac- 
tically takes care of the difference in cost. And 
no one need argue the durability and merits of 
stone over slag for paving purposes. 


In conclusion we desire to say that we are 
shipping great quantities of crushed stone. The 
failure to secure any part of the contracts above 
referred to will not be appreciably felt by any of 
the producers who are signers of this article, but 
we feel that the taxpayers should know the facts 
in the case, and that they should better know how 
their money Is being spent for pavements—some 
permanent, some temporary, some experimental
